And now a strange boat is in the posses- 
ion of Mr. Davis who tolls a story to the 
fleet that he bought it of two strangers. 
n the boat at the time was a small tent 
jogether with a pair of pantaloons, two 
somforters, two vests, dishes and cooking 
utensils. The boat is now under the con- 
rol of the police, as ore also the articles it 
xmtained.

MAKMGWAK1MPOSSIBLE 


A Gun with the Incredible Capacity 


of 26O.OOO Shots a Minute. 


B i u Propulsive Force That El 


Known Only to InTentor— Hake* So 


Smoke or Nolle—Onn» Can Be 


Made Any Sin. 


A native of Montreal has invented a 


gun which he confidently believes, when 
it is adopted by all nations, •will make 
war impossible. If all that is claimed 
for it be true, the gun is certainly the 
most remarkable piece of ordnance in 
existence. 


A description of the piece is furnished 


by SI. Sommery, of Montreal, an agent 
of the inventor, who recently returned 
from Washington after giving-an exhi- 
bition of the weapon before M. Patcr- 
;iotre, the French embassador, and the 
military attache of the embassy. 


The most remarkable feature of the 


gun is that no explosive is used, and that 
its missies are projected by an agency 
the nature of which is a profound se- 
cret, which without noise or smoke, is 
capable of discharging the almost in- 
credible number of 250,000 shots a min- 
ute. 


The gun in general appearance re- 


sembles a field piece of the modern type. 
Over the barrel are some cylinders, sur- 
rounded by a pressure gauge, and to the 
rear is a shoulder piece, such as is com- 
monly attached to rapid-fire guns. 


A little forward of the breech is a fun- 


nel, down which the'bullets are passed 
into the gun as fast as two men can pour 
them. 
Underneath the gtm and bet 


neath the wheels is placed the inechan- 
ieism by which the repulsive force is 
generated. Thii. is carefully inclosed 
so that no hint of its nature can be ob- 
tained, although the presence of tha 
pressure gauge might be taken as au 
Indication that compressed air is tha 
mysterious power used. 


The mechanicism, M. Sommery ex- 


plains, is put into action by simply giv- 
ing a slight oscillating movement to tha 
trail by means of a lever worked by two 
men, the trail being geared direct to the 
mechanism and having no attachment 
to the axle, as is usually the case. 


Once started, the mechanism is said to 


generate force enough as long as the 
motion of the trail is kept up. Ho%v 
the muscular strength of two men could 
produce power enough to throw 260,000 
bullets a minute with a range of about 
6,000 yards is something the inventor is 
not yet prepared to explain. He insists, 
however, that no other source of power 
is used. 


The power of the weapon -seems to 


vary greatly with the length of the 
piece, one two feet long giving a muzzle 
velocity of SG4 feet a second; while for 
the nine-foot form the amazing velocity 
of 3,732 feet is claimed, the bullets in 
each case being half an inch in diam- 
eter. 


The inventor insists fehat his principle 


can be applied to cannon of the largest 
size. A report on the gun was recently 
made to the board of fortifications.

Yields S15.OOO to the Ton. 


Definite news has been received of 


one of the richest mining strikes made 
in California in years. In the old Eaw- 
hide mines, near Sonora, in Tuloumne 
county, a pocket of quartz has been 
struck on the 900-foot level, which as- 
says $15,000.to the ton. The peculiarity 
of the find is that the gold ie free in 
slaty quartz, and tihere is only a trifle 
of sulphur mixed with it. The work- 
ing will be cheap, and if the pocket 
is extensive, as appears from .the pres- 
ent prospecting, the owners will clean, 
up a large sum. The Eawhide's his- 
tory shows the vicissitudes of mining. 
It was opened in the '60s, but aban- 
doned because the ore cost too much 
to handle. Four years ago Capt. W. T. 
Neville, an old mining man, bought the 
property for less than $100,000. 
He 


put in new machinery, and in less than 
two years took out enough to pay for 
the mine. Three years ago rich orewas 
struck, and ever since the mine has 
yielded $12,000 to $20,000 moi thly. Like 
most of the paying mines, it Califor- 
nia, the Eawhide is owned Ly four or 
five men, and the stock is neither listed 
nor for sale-.

His arms were very long and he had 


hands aa powerful as the paws of a 
gorilla. ' All over his body the muscles 
stood out in lumps and cords, and his 
strength was immense.

THE SONG BIRDS. 


Law Against Killing- Them Now-Boys, 


Be Careful. 


There is a law now in force against 


killing song birds, and the boys must be 
careful. 
The law reads: 


Whoever kills or injures or pursues with 


intent to do so, any turtle ilovo, sparrow, 
robin, blue bird, meadow lark, wren, 
swallow, martin, thrush, mavis, oriole, 
red bird, grosbeak, yellow hammer or 
flicker, cat bird, ground robin, pcwee or 
phoebe bird, cuckoo, indigo bird, friii- 
gilla, warbler or fluch, red start, druni 
mock 
nightingale, clove, crossbill or 


crake, great tit or blue tit, or wantonly 
destroys or dlstursb the eggs of any such 
birds, shall be fined not less than «1, pro- 
vided, however, that the provisions of this 
shall not apply to the killing of that 
species of sparrows known as the Eng- 
lish sparrow.

Kiuchlow, the young colored man who 
shot his mother, then iircd three bullets 
into his own body, in the neighborhood 
of the heart, is about ready to leave the 
city hospital. The wounds are not eu- 
triely healed, but he is well enough to 
leave his bed, if the physicians would per- 
mit it. The bullets have been removed, 
and since finding out their locations, the 
doctors are more puzzled than ever over 
his recovery. They say that any one of 
the wounds would have been sufficient to 
kill an ordinary man. It was said at the 
time that one of them passed through his 
heart. This was afterwards denied, but 
when the Inaden missiles were removed, 
the bullet which was thought to fmve 
pierced the heart was found in exacili 
the place where it would have lodged hid 
it gone straight through the vital organ 
It is supposed that it was deflected aroum 
the heart. All of the bullets passed al- 
most entirely through the body, and were 
found in the back, but a short distance 
beneath the skin.
